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Uniform Traffic 
Code Almost Here 


It has been said that our traffic 
problem is 90-mile-an-hour cars on 40- 
mile-an-hour roads and in the hands of 
20-mile-an-hour drivers. There can be 
little argument about the speed of the 
car, there may be a difference of opinion 
about the highways and the operator. 

And in ‘carrying out the line of 
thought, we add that the problem is 
further complicated by operating under 
30-mile-an-hour laws. 

Fortunately, the last condition is 
about to change in Georgia. If the Gen- 
eral Assembly acts as predicted, before 
the end of the 25-day session opening 
today, our state will have a uniform 
traffic code. Our motor vehicle laws 


‘ will have been geared more nearly with 


the times. 

Passage of the uniform code will 
mean that traffic rules will have been 
brought up to date and put under. one 
roof, so to speak. Some of the exist- 
ing laws go back to the one-cylinder 
auto when the moforist. was expected 
to get out arid help quiet a frightened 
horse. 

The law on passing. .was adopted in 
1921 before the day of the multilane 
highway. The 1921 statute forbids 
passing on the right. The new code 
will legalize righthand passing under 
circumstances recognized as safe in this 
and many other states. 

The passing rule is but an example 
of how motor vehicle legislation be- 
comes obsolete in a fast-moving age. 

Not only will the uniform code 
bring Georgia rules up to date, but it 
will also bring them more nearly into 
line with those of other states. Motor 
traffic doesn’t stop at state lines. The 
nation will cut its accident toll and re- 
duce its enforcement problem when the 
interstate driver can depend on uni- 
formity in the regulations regarding 
Passing and turning and so onf* down 
the line. 

Only the législators can give us a 
uniform traffic code. In so doing, they 
will be.contributing to convenience and 
safety at home and across the nation. 

The uniform traffic code is but a 
means to an end. Laws are no better 
than their enforcement. Georgia needs 
an expanded State Patrol. We need a 
new driver’s examination law, which 
makes the license a privilege and not 
an automatic grant. 

But the uniform code is a start for 


which The Constitution has worked and , 


prayed. We rejoice.that it is so near 
reality.

Loan Shark Victim 
Has No Capitol Lobby 


There is tough sledding ahead for 
bills that would plug the holes in Geor- 
gia’s small doan haws. 

Fulton Solicitor Paul Webb, who has 
been fighting flagrant abuse of the 
laws, says practically every small loan 
operator in the state has been mobilized 
in a battle to influence legislators 
toward no tightening in the present 
statutes. 

There is nothing novel nor surpris- 
ing in an organized effort to thwart 
legislation that would cost a certain 
group or to get bills passed that would 
make it money. Most trade and pro- 
fessional associations maintain lobbies 
and lobbyists to promote good will and 
favorable action at the Capitol. 

Unfortunately, the one group most 
concerned in loan law abuse is unor- 
ganized and has no paid representa- 
tive. The poor fellow forced to bor- 
row and to pay back-at an exorbitant 
rate has no voluble spokesman in the 
Capitol halls.

What sort of a country must the 
victims of loan “sharks” think we have 
when the law allows financial blood- 
sucking? We can’t protect the Ameri- 
can way, including free enterprise, by 
shielding those who take advantage of 
it to operate just inside the law.

A native of Virginia, Mrs. Evans 
made her home in Atlanta during the 
life of her first husband, Joseph B.

Following his death and 
her later marriage to the late Arthur 
Kelley Evans, a Canadian Army officer, 
Mrs. Evans returned to Virginia but 
kept up her Atlanta interests and 
friendships through frequent visits. 

From her first husband, Mrs. Evans 
inherited a great fortune.

For Woods-Invaders 


In the Georgia woods there has 
arisen that combination of circum- 
stances which the foresters dread. The 
change of seasons has turned the forest 
floor to tinder.

Double-Barred Cross 
Deserves Top Priority 


This is the day 1,208,000 sheets of 
Christmas Seals go out to Georgians as 
tubérculosis associations make their an- 
nual appeal for funds. The mailing rep- 
resents an increase over last year when 
the seal sale in the state raised $294,- 
669. 

Extra cash can be put to work be- 
cause tuberculosis definitely is not on 
the run. Gains are being made in the 
fight on the disease, but the advances 
have come in methods of treatment. 

The problem becomes one of more 
beds for active cases, getting those cases 
under treatment and caring for the 
families of victims. 

Battey Hospital at Rome can pro- 
vide care for only about one-fourth of 
the Georgians who should be treated for 
tuberculosis. That leaves it up to local 
communities to expand their facilities 
for the care, treatment and isolation of 
those other cases. 

Communities are largely dependent 
upon their own tuberculosis associations 
to spearhead the drive to get those fa- 
cilities. And the TB associations in turn 
are dependent on the cash raised by 
seal sales. 

That’s why it’s so important that 
those who get the seals respond gen- 
erously. The mail these days brings 
many calls, but the seal with the 
“Double-Barred Cross has been coming 
so long and for such an urgent cause as 
to merit priority.

States Suffer Chiefly 
From Three Problems 


The states face three problems on any 
road to recovery of their legitimate powers 
and prerogatives under a Republican-Demo- 
cratic form of government such as we theo- 
retically are.

Rayonier Plans 
A Sweet Future 


JESUP—The world’s most modern plant 
_for the conversion of wood into cellulose 
‘will be dedicated on the south bank of 
Altamaha this winter. It is being built f 
Rayonier, Inc., at a cost of more 
$25,000,000. So optimistic is: Rayonier ov 
its future, that it was designed as 


of plenty of water, a 
lot of raw material,

no pollution of -air or water. 


One of Rayonier’s old operations is at 


Fernandina, Fla., and great forest reserves, 
long have been owned throughout the area. 
In addition there are many independent 
tree farmers from whom the company ex- 
pects to buy much of the 275 cords a day 
that will be consumed. 

Mills that convert pine ‘into something 
else are getting to be an old story since 
Georgian Dr. Charles Herty discovered a 
practical method of making paper from 
resinous wood. The Rayonier plant has 
some interesting new features. It is ex- 
pected to be practically stenchless, and a 
mill whose dirty wastes will not ‘sully the 
broad and swift Altamaha, 

In addition’ the mill is supposed to em- 
body some revolutionary new processes, but 
due to the highly competitive nature of 
business these days company Officials are 
keeping them secret for as long. as they 
can, 

Trees, which the mill literally will di- 
gest in its chemical stomach, are about 70 
per cent cellulose. This material is sepa- 
rated from the lignin, and by chemical and 
other modern miracles emerges at one 
end of the plant in the form of short white 
fibres, pressed into sheets. From this point 
the cellulose will be shipped to all parts 
of the world for the many and diverse uses 
to which it can be put. 

The remaining 30 per cent, or non- 
céllulose part of the tree, in the past has 
been written off as waste as nobody knew 
exactly what to do with it. Rayonier plows 
back a lot of earnings in research, and 


’ eventually the old waste products may be- 


come as valuable as the cellulose. For 
the time being, the new Jesup plant will 
recapture all solid wastes and gases from 


_ cellulose manufacturing, and use them as 


fuel in a sort of perpetual: motion opera- 
tion. Once operations have commenced the 
plant can keep running almost indefinitely 
on energy generated from formerly wasted 
by-products. 

Profiting by the poor public relations of 
some of the older mills of the industry, 
Rayonier will divert its waste water into a 
lagoon. This settling process before it 
reaches the river, plus the great volume 
of the Altamaha, is expected to keep the 
river clean and fanatic fishermen happy 


from Jesup down to Darien.

agents of, foreign. governments. « The con- 
troversy was whether Mr. Webster had 
used the funds for the purpose Congress 
had in mind or for political and business 
The majority report of the House 
committee, dated June 9, 1846, said: 

‘‘The committee: has’ examined Mr. 
Tyler, the late president: of the United 
States. He testified that when he came into 
the presidency, he found the foreign rela- 
tions of the country in a very delicate con- 


dition in certain particulars; which the com- 


mittee does not deem it expedient to spec- 
ify, requiring, in his opinion, the employ- 
ment of confidential, agents; and, for rea- 
sons assigned by him to the committee, he 
regarded his secretary of state 


Webster) as the fittest person to select and 
employ them.” 

The minority report, which disagreed 
with the findings on the use of the money, 
also mentioned ‘“‘the testimony of ex-Presi- 
dent Tyler.”’ 

Thus it is plain that the Congress of the 
United States, on a matter of great delicacy 
involving espionage as well as the proper 
use of federal funds, and the integrity of 
subordinate officials, has felt that it had a 
right of examine a former president of 
the United States. 

Mr. Truman’s decision to ‘“‘tell all the 
facts’’ to a television and radio audience is 
not a satisfactory substitute for an exami- 
nation by a committee of Congress. Here 
are some of the questions which mem- 
bers of Congress might have asked Mr. 
Truman, and anyone will be able to see 
whether in his speech Mr. Truman has 
answered any or all of them: 

1. Did Mr. Truman himself actually read 
the FBI report of Feb. 4, 10467 

2. If Mr. Truman did not read the docu- 
ment, whose summarization or evaluation 
did he accept as the basis for his decision 
not to fire Harry Dexter White? 

3. If Mr. Truman decided to keep White 
on in the government for purposes of sur- 
veillance, why did he not tell J. Edgar 
Hoover, head of the FBI? 

4. If Mr. Truman decided in his own 
mind not to fire White and to keep on 
watching him, why was no record of that 
decision made anywhere in the government, 
not even in the files of the Treasury De- 
partment? 

5. Why did Mr, Truman tell the reporters 
last week that he would have to consult his 
files in Kansas City to refresh his recollec- 
tion on the White Case, and what right has 
a president of the United States to take 
away to his private residence from ‘the 
gove ent files any documents or papers 
that to the government?

Celestine Sibleig , 
Marshall Book 
A Movie ‘Must’ 


HOLLYWOOD, Nov. 15—Catherine Marshall's book, ‘‘A Man 
Called Peter,’’ is on Hollywood’s ‘‘must make’”’ list again. 

After a couple of setbacks, one caused by the death of the 
Georgia producer, Lamar Trotti, who wanted to make the pic- 
ture, and the other caused by the industry’s falling prey to the 
3-D chills and fevers, the best selling Marshall story is definitely 
on again. 

Mrs. Marshall arrived Friday to spend two or three weeks 
in conference with 20th Century-Fox officials and when I dropped 
by the office of producer Sam Engel I found them in heavy 
session with script writers. 


Engel, son of a Jewish rabbi and a deeply religious man, 
inherited the Marshall story from Lamar Trotti and although he 


has made seyeral pictures in the meanwhile, he has never | 


stopped working on plans for ‘“‘A Man Called Peter.”’ 


“‘There’s never been a question of not doing the Peter Mar- 
shall story,”’ he said. “It’s just been a question of how and when.” 


If all goes well Mr. Engel would like to come to Georgia in 
the late spring for the beginning of the picture. He has four 
pictures on his schedule at the moment and the Marshall script 
is still in the mill but he has not abandoned the idea of starting 
the picture anyhow. 

“At first we planned only a few scenes around Atlanta and 
Decatur,”’ he said. 

‘‘But right now I think we may begin in Birmingham, go on 
to Atlanta, shoot some scenes there in Westminster Presbyterian 
Church and in Decatur at Agnes Scott and Columbia Theological 
Seminary. 

*“‘We’re also thinking about Covington, where Peter Marshall 
had his first church.”’ 


The producer has carried on a lively correspondence with 
Georgians and Alabamians since plans were announced for the 
Marshall picture.
